Over the previous week’s game against 
Altona, Keilor was fined $50 for failing to 
control spectators and club president 
Stan Walachowski was suspended unfil 
the end of the season for threatening 


referee Dixon. 
“Clubs are slaves of 


referees,’’ said ~ Mr. 
Smolinski. 
“The referees can 


distort and twist the truth 
as much as they want to 
and the clubs can do 
nothing about it. 

“This is the stiffest 

malty ever imposed on 

eilor City during its 
history. 

“We have a faultless 
record. During the last 
five years until the 
middle of this season, 
only one of our players 
was suspended and we 
have never had trouble at 
our matches. 

“Last week nine Lions 
players faced _ the 

ribunal over incidents 
in their game against 
George Cross. One was 
suspended for two 
weeks, two were 
reprimanded and the 
rest got off scot free.

“After the game, as I 
was walking off the 
ground with Dixon on my 
right, a spectator abused 
the referee. I pushed him 
away and he fell down. 

“This spectator is now 


banned from all our 
home matches. Every 
committeeman knows 


he is not to be admitted. 
“For the failure to 
control the crowd we 
were fined $50. What 
should we have. fone; 
gagge eople ani 
ohemed them to the rail? 
So far as I know, we are 
obliged to give the referee 
protection. We have 
always done this and will 
continue to do so in the 


future. 
“The performance of 
Mr. Williams Cook in our 


reserve game against 
Box Hill was the most 
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disgusting exhibition of 
refereeing I have wit- 
nessed during my 14 
years’ association with 
Victorian soccer and I 
blame Cook for causing 
the abandonment of the 
game. 


No fighting 

“There were no nasty 
incidents during . the 
match and no fi: ting. 
Players of both sides 
were laughing when they, 
left the ground. I talked 
to a former Box Hill 
player during the match 
and he too was disgusted. 

“I say the referee 
abandoned the match 
because the crowd was 
booing his decisions from 
the fifth minute of play. 
At no stage did s; 
invade the field so the 
abandonment was 
complete; unjustified. 

“Stan Klain was sent 
off two minutes from half 
time for questioning a

linesman’s decision. 


Klain was placing the ball 
in the corner circle and 
the linesman told him he 
had to place it right in the 
middle. 

“Kilain said as far as he 
knew he was allowed to 
place it anywhere in the

waved his arms in 
disgust. 
“At no stage did he try 


to strike the linesman, 
as has been suggested, 


“Richard Szydlowski, 
our full back, was also 
sent off.

“T said I blamed the 
referee for what had 
happened and asked why 
the game had been 
abandoned. 

“Lamb said it didn’t 
concern him and that he 
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wouldn't discuss it until 
after Cook had sent in his 
report. 

“F told the players what 
Lamb had said. [also 
told them: we knew who 
had been swearing and 
that the offenders would 
be dealt with by the club. 
I said if it happened again 
the reserve team would 
be replaced by the under 

"s. 


“Five minutes later, I 
was called back and told 
by Lamb that if he saw 
the reserve players 
during the senior team 
bunch together, abuse the 
referee or linesman, or 
yell too much, he would 
take more drastic action. 
He also said this to a Box 
Hill official. 

“We realise players 
can’t go around ahusing 
the referee and we 
warned our boys.

Too many 
players are being 
pushed out of 
soccer when they 
could be retained 
as coaches. 


An average club has at 
least 30 senior players 
training under only one 
man, who therefore 
cannot possibly give 
adequate individual in- 
struction. 


Better coaching would 
be provided if clubs were 
to utilise good, reliable 
players once they retire. 

hese players could 
also provide junior 
coaching, which is at a 
very low ebb. 

A club's junior coach is 
often a father who played 
soccer way back in the 
1930’s, has never kicked a 
ball since and is probably 
coaching the team 
completely the wrong 
way.
